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BYU announces construction 
of married-student housing

Brigham Young University has an- 
nounced plans to build a new married- 
student housing complex, in an effort 
to relieve some of the shortage of 
married housing. 

“T know a new complex is needed. 
There is a precious lack of married- 
student housing” in Utah County, 
said Paul Richards, director of BYU 
Public Communications. And “we 
would certainly be glad to work with 
the city of Provo, Utah Valley Com- 
munity College or Orem to provide 
more housing.” 

Norm Faldmo of the BYU housing 
department said approval has been 
given for 88 units of a 136 apartment 
proposal. Faldmo said the bids for the 


March, and then construction would 
begin in the middle of March. 

He said construction would not be- 
gin until the bids were approved by 
LDS Church headquarters. 

Nine hundred married couples are 
on the waiting list for on-campus mar- 
ried housing, F'aldmo said. 

“T’ve seen the waiting list as high as 
1500, but it usually averages around 
900, depenting on the time of year,” 
he said. 

If the whole project is approved, it 
will be built across the street from the 
MTC, in the field Wymount residents 
have used to plant gardens. The pro- 
ject will include 11 buildings, with one 
or three-bedroom units, Faldmo said. 
It will resemble the North Wymount 
apartments and will be managed un- 
der the direction of Wymount Ter-

Soviet. army imposes curfew in Lithuania 


VILNIUS, U.S.S.R. — The Soviet army imposed a curfew on Lithuania’s 
capital Sunday after troops seized broadcast facilities in an assault that 
officials said killed 13 people. Thousands rallied in the capital, chanting “Free- 
dom!” 

The military crackdown, in which protesters were shot by soldiers or 
crushed by tanks they tried to stop, was the harshest measure yet taken by 
Soviet President Mikhail S. Gorbachev against the Baltic republic that de- 
clared independence in March. 

The deaths were the first at the hands of Soviet troops in the republic, which 
was forcibly annexed by Moscow at the start of World War II. 

“Our parents told us. what happened in 1940, so. we knew about Russian 
occupation,” said a woman who refused to give her name. “But it was hard to 
convince our children. Now they know, too.” 

There was no'immediate statement from Gorbachev. 


de Cuellar leaves Baghdad after talks 


Tye U.N. secretary-general met with Saddam Hussein for more than two 
hours Sunday in a bid to avoid military conflict in the Persian Gulf and said 
later that “only God knows” if there will be war. 

Tn an earlier radio address, the Iraqi leader reiterated that his country is 
ready: to fight to keep conquered Kuwait. 

Javier Perez de Cuellar, the U.N. chief, left Baghdad immediately after his 
21/2-hour meeting with Saddam, two days before the Jan. 15 U.N. deadline for 
Iraq to withdraw from Kuwait or face possible attack. 

Perez de Cuellar spoke with reporters before leaving for Paris, where he 
was to meet with President Francois Mitterrand on Monday. Asked if there 
would be war, he responded: 

“Its a question, if you believe in God, only God knows. If you don’t believe 
in God, who knows.” 

Perez de Cuellar said he could not give details of the talks. 


S. African police arrest massacre suspects 


JOHANNESBURG, South Africa — Police have arrested 10 people in 
connection with the massacre of 35 mourners at an African National Congress 
funeral vigil, the government said Sunday. 

Law and Order Minister Adriaan Vlok also imposed an immediate 9 p.m.-to- 
4 a.m. curfew on the Sebokeng black township, where Saturday’s pre-dawn 
attack occurred. He gave police wide powers to detain people and to put down 
unrest. 

Nelson Mandela led an ANC delegation to the township. 

Police said two women were burned to death and five houses set on fire in 
Sebokeng in apparent revenge attacks for the assault on mourners holding an 
all-night vigil for a slain ANC activist.

Former Y professor decries FBI interviews 


SALT LAKE CITY — An Arab activist and former Brigham Young 
University professor has labeled FBI interviews with Arab Americans re- 
garding terrorism as “racist and humiliating.” 

Omar Kader, former executive director of the American-Arab Anti-Dis- 
crimination Committee, said the nationwide interviews are outrageous be- 
cause they “target an entire ethnic group. 

“Can you imagine labeling all Jews, blacks or Hispanics as possible terror- 
ists and interviewing them? They are doing that with Arab-Americans,” 
Kader said in an interview published Sunday in the Deseret News. “And you 
don’t see the ACLU (American Civil Liberties Union) or any one else com- 
plaining about it.” 

Kader’s remarks came after reports that the FBI is interviewing 200 Arab 
American business and community leaders to collect information about possi- 
ble terrorist threats. 

The FBI reportedly is offering protection from any repercussion their 
cooperation may bring.

Bangerter expresses views 
on abortion, other key issues

Although Gov. Norm Bangerter said 
he doubted it will be the biggest issue 
the state legislature will deal with 
this year, abortion will be the hottest 
going into the 1991 General Session of 
the Utah State Legislature. 

“A bortion’s hot,” Bangerter said in 
an interview with The Daily Uni- 
verse. “It’s going to occupy a lot of the 
public and media’s attention.” 

Friday, amember of the governor’s 
staff said the office phones had been 
ringing constantly with Utahns want- 
ing to know Bangerter’s views on the 
abortion bill filed by members of 
Utah’s Abortion Task Force. 

The bill, one of the most restrictive 
filed in any state legislature, calls for 
a prohibition of abortion in all but four 
narrowly-scoped cases. The cases in- 
clude incest and rape — only if the 
incident was reported within five 
days of the crime — when the life of 
the mother is in danger and if the 
fetus is so profoundly deformed that it 
is not viable. 

During last year’s — session, 
Bangerter opposed passing a new 
abortion law because the constitu- 
tionality of those proposed was ques- 
tionable. Friday, he said he has those 
same worries this year. 

“T think we ought not get into con- 
stitutional challenges that don’t have 
anh chances to survive,” Bangerter 
said.

He said he would 
make his views clearer during his 
State of the State address Monday 
night. 

Bangerter picked the property tax 
issue as another to watch during the 
next 45 days. He said many people 
have tried to simplify the issue by 
only talking of possible ways to shift 
the tax burden between locally and 
centrally assessed properties. 

The governor, however, said the 
issue is more complicated when the 
revenue shortfall to local govern- 
ments is included. Utah’s constitution 
bars the state from passing on rev- 
enue to local governments, so 
Bangerter said any proposal to solve 
the property tax issue must provide 
for a solution to the local shortfall. 

Dealing with another tax issue, 
members of both political parties 
have proposed changes in the state’s 
income tax system, ranging from ex- 
panding the lower tax brackets to 
passing a flat tax. However, the gov- 
ernor said he thought the system 
would survive the session without 
change. 

“T suspect not much will be done in 
that issue,” Bangerter said. “We be- 
lieve we’re not out of balance and I 
think the system fair.” 

Education, the governor said, will 
again be a big issue for the legisla- 
ture, but will probably be quieter 
than it was during last year’s session, 


which was burdened with visible and 
vocal threats of a teachers strike until 
the last day. 

“The reality of last year was that 
we had more money,” Bangerter said. 
“But I don’t think you can say, today, 
that (the education issue) is going to 
be easier or it’s going to be harder.

are like. It is all displayed in front of 
them.” 

Hale said some studies are taught 
through cartoons while entertaining; 
therefore, it is very difficult for the 
child to pay attention in class to the 
studies when entertainment methods 
are not used. 

Hale said, “A child becomes bored 
very fast and loses interest in what 
the teacher is saying.” 

Clara View, a teacher at Chal- 
lenger Schools in Orem, said, “The 
child struggles in learning; they are 
more lethargic about everything. It 
can be detrimental. But those stu- 
dents who watch a minimum of one to 
three hours a week, only for enter- 
tainment, are more prone to learn.” 

View said, “There are some excep- 
tions to cartoons. For example, there 
are some cartoons and television pro- 
grams that are learning programs. 
They help teach principles ‘and 
morals; for example, ‘Care Bears’ 
does this and ‘Sesame Street’ teaches 
this along with the alphabet and num- 
bers. There are many more pro- 
grams, but a lot of children don’t 
know about them.” 

When discussing the effects of car- 
toons, the teachers compared televi- 
sion soaps to cartoons. 

A teacher at Learning Dynamics 
Academic preschool in Orem said, 
“Parents who watch soaps all day 
long, everyday, become addicted, and 
television becomes a depressant. It is 
hard for the parent to get motivated. 
As for cartoons, the children are less 
stimulated to get up and get active.” 

A representative’ from Kids Con- 
nection said children watch too many 
cartoons rather than participate in 
other learning experiences. Televi- 
sion is fine as long as it is limited.

In an effort to encourage world 
peace, a rally will take place at noon 
today in 375 ELWC. Hight faculty 
members from various campus de- 
partments have agreed to speak, and 
any interested students are invited to 
air their opinions too. 

Organized by a group of students 
not affiliated with any club or political 
party, the peace rally is intended not 
as a debate but as an expression of 
discontent, said Lino Mendiola, 24, a 
graduate student in international af- 
fairs from McAllen, Texas. 

Student organizer Jaleen Nelson, 
22, amaster’s student in international 
relations from Chino, Calif., said the 
purpose of the rally is to get feelings 
out in the open. 

“Dialogue is better than apathy,” 
Nelson said. 

Faculty member Robert E. Ford, 
who teaches political geography, has 
agreed to speak and said regardless of 
any particular stand, students and 
faculty should show involvement. 

Ford, who was a student during the 
Vietnam War, said, “We have a re- 
sponsibility to express our feelings 
and opinions. We need to be as- 
sertive. If we don’t get involved, then 
we bear a responsibility for what hap- 
pens later.” 

Eric Hyer, an advisor for graduate 
students in international relations, 
said he agreed to speak because he 
feels it is important that students 
think about what is happening in the 
Middle East. 

“We're talking about a situation 
that is beginning to affect lives; broth- 
ers, sisters, husbands and wives,” 
Hyer said. 

Student reactions to tomorrow’s 
United Nations deadline are mixed. 
Liahni Chandler, 25, from Las 
Cruces, N.M., a senior majoring in 
English, said, “If Hussein isn’t out by 
the deadline we should go in. We 
shouldn’t let this little Middle East- 
ern troll dominate other nations. We 
can’t play this cat and mouse game 
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forever.” 

Christine Hegarty, 20, from Big 
Stone Gap, Va., a junior in secondary 
education, finds the situation “very 
real and very scary.” 

Hegarty said she comes from a 
small town where a lot of people are 
gone, and the town has yellow ribbons 
all over the place. She said her sister 
is in the army in South Carolina and is 
guaranteed to be called up. 

“All of my family is really nervous 
and scared about it,” she said. 

Student organizers also drafted a 
petition thatwill_be sent_to,Utah’s 
elected representatives. Nelson said 
it states that the people who have 
signed are dissatisfied with actions 
taken in the Middle East and don’t 
feel it is the right time to go to war. 
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What you can say is that it is quieter 
so far.” 

The governor gave mixed grades

Photographer uses 
art to express views

In a symposium Saturday at Sun- 
dance, a well-known environmental 
photographer told of his evolution as 
an artist, from shooting abstract land- 
scapes to political statements. 

The symposium was done in con- 
nection with an exhibit of the work of 
Robert Glenn Ketchum, showing 
through March 30, at Sundance. 

The exhibit includes work that has 
become increasingly more political as 
the environmental movement has 
caught on. 

Ketchum’s body of work reflects his 
evolution as an artist. In the late 60s 
and 70s, his work focused on land- 
scapes as abstract entities. 

The focus wasn’t on specific loca- 
tions but on the graphic elements and 
color depicted. 

His: work became more specific 
when he began to mix environmental 
politics with his art. 

“In the 80s I had a mood swing,” 
Ketchum said, and he became much 
more political. 

Ketchum began to detail specific 
problems, often as metaphors for 
greater problems. Ina book about the 
Hudson River, Ketchum depicted 
specific problems with the Hudson 
that were common to rivers all over 
the country. 

Besides the book on the Hudson 
River, Ketchum has also published a 
book on the Tongass rain forest in 
Alaska, and hé has an upcoming book 
on federal land management. 

Ketchum feels his work has a posi- 
tive effect on people’s attitudes to-

The Ton- 
gass book, which purported misman- 
agement by the U.S. Forest Service 
in America’s largest forest, helped 
get the Tongass Timber Reform Bill 
passed by Congress. 

Ketchum attended UCLA and 
Brooks Institute (an art college in 
Santa Barbara, Calif.), and has beena 
photographer for more than 20 years. 

When asked how long it took him to 
become what he is today, Ketchum 
said, “I don’t know that there is a 
time; it depends on the desire.” 

Ketchum likes to de-mystify the 
technology involved with photogra- 
phy. Technology is important for the 
actual execution of the photograph, 
but most important is the vision. 

“T’ve been doing it a long time . 
and like to think I do it well.”

“We have portable, outdoor 
shower, toilet and shaving facilities. 
They aren’t home, but they are quite 
ingenious. The worst thing is waiting 
in line for a shower.” 

I had read that it was very dry and 
hot, and Chuck confirmed that for me: 
“It’s super hot here but I’m drinking 
two to three gallons of water a day. I 
never thought I could do that. 

Now we just wait another month 
for cooler weather” (this was in Sep- 
tember). 

In October, he left the luxury of 
Tent City. 

“We are now on ‘the front,’ 
wherever that is. We’re much closer 
to Kuwait just Kuwaitin’ to see what’s 
going to happen up here! We’re living 
out in the real desert now. We don’t 


worship occurring in the Kabaah 
shrine, Mohammed left Mecca be- 
cause of persecution and went to 
Yathrib to the north. Yathrib later 
became known as the “City of the 
Prophet,” or Medina. 

The flight to Medina in 622 A.D. 
was followed by further revelations 
received by the Prophet that were 
assembled into the Moslem scrip- 
tures, the Koran. 

The Moslem scriptures are similar 
to those of Judaism and Christianity 
since all three religions have teach- 
ings about prophets such as Adam, 
Abraham and Moses. 

Ninety percent of the people in the 
Middle East are Moslem, and through 
wars, conquests and_ missionary 
work, Islam has spread throughout 
the world until it is now the second 
largest religion in the world, after 
Christianity. 

The name Islam is Arabic for “sub- 
mission,” or in other words, submis- 
sion to the will of God. A Moslem is 
“one who submits.” 

Despite a schism in the seventh 
century that broke Moslems into two 
main groups, Sunni and Shiite, the 
basic doctrines of Islam are the same. 
The Koran plays a central role in the 
religion as the precise word of God. It

even sleep in a tent now. We rotate 
infantry units on the front. We fight 
the flies during the daylight, and at 
night all the beetles, snakes, scorpi- 
ons, etc. come out. 

“We have no facilities to shower or 
anything else other than what we 
rigged up ourselves. What it all boils 
down to is we’re roughing it to the 
max!” 

Food is also an issue I’ve heard 
about. My brother told me they eat 
boxed meals which do the job of satis- 
fying hunger but are not interesting 
at all. One day in November they 
managed to have a barbecue. “Some- 
one must have splurged somewhere! 
It was our first real food in over two 
months. MREs aren’t bad, but they 
lack variety,” Chuck wrote.

is forbidden to translate the Koran 
from Arabic because that would alter 
God’s word. 

Embodied in the Koran are the five 
pillars of Islam. The shahada, creed 
or profession of faith, states: There is 
no God but Allah, and Mohammed is 
his prophet. Salah, or prayer, is prac- 
ticed five times daily, and followers 
face Mecca while praying. 

Next is the zakah, or religious tax, 
which includes voluntary almsgiving. 
Fourth is sawm, fasting from sunrise 
to sunset during the month of Ra- 
madan. And the final pillar is the pil- 
grimage to Mecca, or hajj, that all 
devotees are expected to accomplish 
at least once in their lives. 

The lives of Moslems in the Middle 
East are tied together religiously and 
politically by the Shariah, or sacred 
law of Islam. 

The Shariah is the basis of civil law 
in many Middle East countries such 
as Saudi Arabia and Iran, and it com- 
plements the more westernized law in 
other countries like Iraq and Egypt. 

For centuries Islam was both reli- 
gion and government, and the Islamic 
state was led by a caliph who ruled in 
both areas. However, consequent 
schisms have placed severe strains on 
this unity of religion and state. 


Group prays for peace

In the 1960s, the words of Ecclesi- 
astes became a song for peace. “To 
every thing there is a season, and a 
time to every purpose under the 
heaven: ... A time to love, and a time 
to hate; a time of war, and a time of 
peace.” 

“When I first heard those words I 
swore’ would never goto ‘war, that 
war was wrong,” said Rev. Thomas 
Cross, of Christ United Methodist 
Chureh. “Since that time, my under- 
standing has changed. Solomon and 
the Bible does not rule out war. 

“What time is it?” Cross said. 
‘Doesn’t that depend on hearts we 
cannot read? I don’t know what time 
ibis.” 

Two days before the United Na- 
tions’ deadline for Saddam Hussein to 
leave Kuwait, the Interfaith Peace- 
making Resource Center held an In- 
terfaith Gulf Crisis Prayer Vigil. 

The meeting was held Sunday night 
at the Wasatch Presbyterian Church 
in Salt Lake City. Ten religions were 
represented at the vigil. 

“Maybe it’s not too late, I pray it’s 
not too late. I pray for peace.” Cross 
said. 

“We are all Earth’s children,” 
Jewel Benson, of the Northern Ute 
Tribe sang. She repeated each line 
four times. “We are all carekeepers of 


one another. We are all God’s chil- 
dren. May peace on Earth prevail.” 

At the end of her song, Benson 
said, “Last night, I sang this song in 
the sweat lodge. I prayed that there 
would be no blood spilled upon the 
Mother Earth.” 

At the beginning of the vigil, the 
audience was given yellow cards to 
write a special prayer they wanted 
asked in connection with the Gulf cri- 
sis. They, were ‘invited to write the 
name of any person now in Saudi Ara- 
bia. In all, 75 names were read. 

Abdul Mannan Afridi, president of 
the Islamic society of Salt Lake City, 
read words of peace and reconciliation 
from the Koran and said a prayer in 
Arabic. 

The Interfaith Peacemaking vigil 
was organized to help those who be- 
lieve in God to meet together for 
strength and comfort and to pray for 
peace in the impending crisis. 

“Peace is a big word, a heavy 
word,” Benson said. 

“O God of love, O King of peace, 
make wars throughout the world to 
cease; the wrath of sinful man re- 
strain. Give peace O God, give peace 
again,” the congregation sang. It was 
song written by Henry W. Baker in 
1861. 

At the end of the service, Parviz 
Mohebaki of the Salt Lake County 
Baha’i Community chanted a Persian 
prayer for peace.

But he has 
never confronted an opposition like 
the U.S.-led coalition of Western and 
Arab forces arrayed against Iraq be- 
cause of its military occupation of 
Kuwait. 

Saddam, object of one of the 
world’s most intense personality 
cults, has been the effective ruler of 
Iraq since 1968. He has been presi- 
dent since 1979. 

He set up a ruthless dictatorship 
that brought the longest period of sta- 
ble government to a coup-plagued 
country, a nation created after World 
War I with a diverse population of 
Shiite and Sunni Moslems, Christians 
and Kurds. 

But his foreign adventures — the 
1980-88 war with Iran, triggered by 
an Iraqi invasion, and the Aug. 2 
blitzkrieg into oil-rich Kuwait — 
brought a halt to economic develop- 
ment. 

Near-unanimous world condemna- 
tion of the Kuwait invasion led to 
strict economic sanctions, including a 
total embargo on purchases of Iraqi 
oil, that wrecked the already war- 
weakened economy. 

The war with Iran allowed Saddam 

~ to build one of the world’s major mili- 
tary machines. 
He has more than 1 million men 
‘under his arms, 5,500 tanks, about 
- 100 combat aircraft and a hefty supply 
~of chemical weapons. Saddam has 
- eve used these chemical weapons on 
- his own people to stop internal dis- 
: sent. 

~ This encouraged the Kuwait take- 

over, clearly the start of a bid to be- 

come paramount chief of the Arab 
world with a guiding hand on much of 
. the world’s oil reserves. 
'  Saddam’s personality cult includes 

daily broadcasts, poems and even 
. children’s nursery rhymes praising 
' the “Knight of the Arab Nation.” His 
- face is on posters at the entrance to 
‘ every village and on the front of every

Saddam’s hold on power was helped

by a series of major purges. In the 
first, after he came to power as 
strongman behind Gen. Ahmed 
Hasan al Bakr in 1968, the new lead- 
ership executed 50 senior military 
and civilian officials. Many were 
hanged publicly along with a number 
of Iraqi Jews accused of being Israeli 
spies. 

Saddam has survived at least a half- 
dozen assassination attempts. Each 
was followed by a purge. 

Saddam and most of His ruling,en= 
tourage are Sunni Moslems. They are 
from his home town of Tikrit, 75 miles 
north of Baghdad. 

He spent lavish amounts of money 
to restore shrines of Shiite Moslems, 
who form the majority of Iraq’s 17 
million people. But when an Iranian-

good dinner for Thanksgiving back at 
Tent City, although something we ate 
gave about 75% of the men in our 
battalion diarrhea.” 

Most of the time the desert is bor- 
ing. Chuck wrote, “We stay bored on 
a daily basis. We play lots of cards, 
and I’ve been playing chess! So far 
I’m the camp chess champ.” 

In September, Chuck began trying 
to get the members of The Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints to- 
gether for worship services. 

I assume he succeeded in getting 
something worked out. 

In November he told me, “I’m back 
in Tent City for about three weeks. I 
went to church last Sunday for the 
first time in over a month. It charged 
my batteries up good.” 

Chuck did make mention of impor- 


tant things he was missing — like 
football. 

“I know you were excited about the 
BYU — Miami game. I wish I could 
have gone. That was the last game I 
watched before I left. Oklahoma is 
doing great also.” Chuck is a big fan of 
Oklahoma. 

Allin all, he’s just waiting around. 
They all are. Chuck said they were 
just waiting to see who would make 
the first move. 

His last letter said, “I'll be happy to 
get back home to my family and civi- 
lization. It’s been a long haul and will 
probably be longer.”

backed Shiite organization, ad-Dawa, 
or The Call, was formed to disrupt his 
rule, the group was severely pun- 
ished. By 1984 more than 600 mem- 
bers of the ad-Dawa had been killed. 

Saddam was born April 28, 1937. 
He was the son of a peasant who died 
before his birth. 

Saddam was raised by an uncle, a 
former army officer who passed along 
his fierce nationalism to his nephew. 
He joined the Baath, then an under- 
ground movement, in 1957. 

His ruthlessness: and leader ship 
qualities won him appointment in 
1957 to a Baath team assigned to as- 
sassinate the Iraqi ruler Gen. Ab- 
dulkarim Qassem. In 1959 the squad 
raked Qassem’s car with machine-gun 
fire but failed to kill him. Saddam,

wounded in the leg, escaped. 

His coolness during an operation on 
his leg by a colleague and flight across 
the desert to Syria, are glorified in 
Iraqi books and films.
